“First—Interest received from State, 


and rents from real estate are not taxable 
as income, but persons or corporations re- 
ceiving said interests or rents shall in- 
clude in their returns as receipts the full 


in the year for which the return is made, 
and shall deduct the same as not subject 
t taxation... 
„Second The amounts actually paid for 
taxes, insurance and repairs on real es- 
tate may be deducted from the income. 
„Third—All the persons and corporations 
that have hitherto made income-tax re 
turns for the year 1894 to a collector or 
deputy collector, including therein inter- 
est received from State, county or munici- 
pal bonds, or from rents from real es- 
tate, may have the amounts on sald inter- 
est and rents deducted from their income 
by duly making an affidavit and deliver- 
ing the same to the collector or deputy col- 
lector to whom the original return was 
rendered. It fequirés to be shown that 
rents included and deducted were received 
only for real estate, and include nothing 
whatever paid for rent or use of personal 
property or franchise.“

MAIL ROBBED 


Sixteen Thousand Dollars in 
One Haul. 


Daring Exploit of Two Highwaymen 
Near Cripple Creek, Colo., . 

Yesterday. 
Messenger Robert Smith Accommo- 
dates Them with a Ride for 
Which He Pays Dearly. 
Country Aroused.

DENVER (Colo.,) April 11.—A special to 
the Times from Cripple Creek, Colo., says 
that the mail and express wagon which 
connects with the Midland Terminal Rail- 
road at Grassy, was boarded today about 
two miles from this city by two men, who 
overpowered the driver, Robert Smith, se- 
cured the express package containing 
$16,000, and escaped on horseback. 

The hold-up took place about 9:30 o’clock 


on the summit of Tenderfoot Hill, on the 


highway between Cripple Creek and 
Grassy, on the Midland Terminal road. 
The mail and express wagon was drawn 
by horses driven by Messenger Robert 
Smith and was en route from Grassy to 
Cripple Greek, with mail and express mat- 
ter received at Grassy on the morning 
train from Denver and Colorado Springs. 
Two men sitting beside the road accosted 
Smith, asking for a ride. He drew up the 
team and one of the men climbed up to 
the seat beside him, while the other 
mounted the baggage behind. As soon as 
Smith started to drive on the man behind 
struck him on the head several times with 
a revolver. The blows staggered him, but 
did not stun him. The man on the seat 
with him also drew a revolver and leveled 
it at him, commanding him to get down 
and walk to the heads of the horses and 
hold their bridles. Smith complied and 
while he was covered with guns they 
ripped open and rifled the mail and express 
pouches. 

After securing $16,000 and several other 
valuable packages they unhitched the two 
leading horses, mounted them and rode 
off rapidly into the mountains. Smith, 
who was very weak and was bleeding pro- 
fusely, drove into the city as quickly as 
possible. When he drew up in front of 
the Fargo Express office, he fainted and 
fell from his seat. 

Smith was-revived in a few minutes and 
related what had befallen him. Within 
twenty minutes from the time the robbery 
was committed Deputy Sheriffs Starling 
and, Jackson and two hundred men started 
to scour the hills in search of the robbers, 
who have so small a start that it is not 
believed that they can escape. A message 
was sent to Canyon City for a bloodhound, 
which will be put on the ‘trail of the rob- 
bers if they are not captured before it ar- 
rives. The $16,000 package secured by the 
robbers was a consignment from Denver 
by Wells-Fargo Express. It has not been 


ascertained by whom it was shipped, but 


it is believed to have been forwarded from 
the First Natfonal Dank of Denver to the 
First National of this city. Another pack- 


age containing $850 is also missing. It is 


believed the robbers came from Denver 
and knew that a large money package was 
in the wagon. 

Driver Robert Smith has three bad scalp 
wounds, and is very weak from loss of 
blood. He was not able to give a good 
description of the robbers, but they were 
seen alongside the road shortly before the 
robbery by Ed Hull of the Grand Trans- 
fer Company, who describes them as fol- 
lows: One is 5 feet 8 inches in height, 
weighing. about 155 pounds, and a, 
dark derby hat and a dark brown over- 
coat. He had a dark mustache, closely 
cHpped,. The other was about 6 feet 6 
inches in height, weighing about 146 
pounds, with brown mustache, and wore 
blue overalls and a white soft hat. 

LATER.—It has been learned that the 
$16,000 package was a consignment to the 
Bimetallic Bank, to be used in paying the 
miners. The robbers crossed over Cow 
Mountain, and, near Gillette, discarded the 
stolen horses, took a horse and light buggy 
they had secreted in the timber, and drove 
away toward Alhambra. As. soon as the 
course was determined word was sent to 
and five heavily-armed men cut 
across the country on horseBack toward 
High Park, where they hope to intercept 
the robbers. Over five hundred men are

The Two Men Were Bitter Enemies, 
Which Grew Out of Legislative

CINCINNATI, April 11.—In the business 
center of Covington, Ky., John L. Sand- 
ford, cashier of the Farmers’ and Traders’ 
Bank, was killed at 1:30 p.m. today by | 
State Senator William Goebel. Both fired 8 
at each other on the erowded street. An ' 
hour later one of the wealthiest citizens — 
was dead, and a leading politician was in 
custody at the atation-house, while the 
streets were thronged with excited crowds. 
The factional agitation over the bloody at- 
fair continues to run high tonight on this 
side of the river, as well as in Covington’ 
and other Kentucky towns. 

Goebel and Sandford were the leaders of 
two bitterly-contesting Democratic fac* 
tions. The feud is an old one, but it be- 
came intensely personal last Saturday when 
the Covington Ledger published a very 
bitter attack on Sandford, which the lat- 
ter attributed to Senator Goebel. The lat- 
ter acknowledged the authorship. The 
friends of both have been talking this - 
week in such a manner that trouble was 
expected the first time the two men met. 

Thé meeting today showed both were 
well armed. Senator Goebel and Atty.- 
Gen, Hendricks were walking up Madison 
street. As they approached the First Na- 
tional Band Sandford, who was leaning up 
against the railing, approached quickly 
toward Senator Goebel and spoke to the 
latter, at the same time drawing his re- 
volver. Senator Goebel turned to one side 
just as Sandford fired. The bullet from 
Sandford’s revolver passed through Senator 
Goebel’s coat and trousers in two places. 
over the hip. Senator Goebel then drew 
his revolver and fired, his shot taking ef- 
fect in the right side of Sandford’s fore 7 
head. The first word was spoken ani the 
we shot was —2 by Sandford.

His presence in the city was not 
known till J. P. Goytino, editor of a paper 
published in the Basque tongue, received 
a note from a woman, stating that Toledo 
was in hiding in town and wanted to know 
what was best to be, done. Goytino sent 
word to him to surrender himself. 

Deputy Sheriff Aguirre yesterday recov- 
ered the horse which Toledo rode into 
town, and said last night that he believed 
he had the murderer located, and would 
soon drag him from his hiding-place. To- 
ledo has. many friends among Tesi- 
dents, who might try to conceal him, but 
it is beHeved he cannot long evade the 
officers if he remains in the city. 

Guezaimburu was 45 years old and un- 
married.

BOMB PARTICULARS OF MAR- 


” 


Shown to Have Been Guilty of Many 


Other Crimes—A Lively Run- 
, ming Fight in the Deer . 
Creek Cienegas. 

The following story about “Charley” 

Mitchell, who shot and killed Hamilton 

and Larson at San Jacinto last Sunday 

night, shows that he has been guilty of 
other crimes besides the killing of those 

men: 
in the tan ot 1888 4 gang of thieves 

was operating in and about Redlands. In 

November of that year a set of harness, 

some baled hay and several other things 

were stolen from Harry Crafts of Crafton, 
just above Redlands. The Constable trailed 
the tracks of the wagon in which the 
stolen goods were 

San Mateo Canyon, overtook the thief, one 

Charley Chestnut, whom he arrested and 

took to Redlands. | 
Chestnut stated in his preliminary exam- 

ination that Charley Marshall had in- 
sti the crime and had agsisted him 
in commission. Marsall was then in 
the mountains at McHaney’s place on the 

Deer Creek Ctenetzas near Bear Creek. 
Chestnut was released under bonds upon 

his solemn promise that he would not warn 

Marshall, but as soon as he was free he 

mounted a horse, bareback; and rode over 

the mountain trails to Deer Creek, about 
twenty-five miles, giving the warning to 

Marshall. This was in the morning, and 

i, the afternoon a posse started from 

Tiediands to arrest Marshall. When they 

were crossing the trail from Mill Creek 

t> the Santa Ana, they met Chestnut re- 


‘turning from Deer Creek. They at once 
realized that he had warned Marshall, so 


they made him accompany them. When 
they reached the Santa Ana River within 
about two miles of Deer Creek, they 
warned that Marshall had passed up For- 
ses Creek on his way out to the desert. 
The river runs due east practically in a 
straight line from the point where Forsee 
Creek joins the river, clear to its source 
at Big Meadows. Seven Oaks is on the 
river between Forsee Creek trail and the 
Big Meadows, and to avoid being seen, 
Marshall went up Forsee Creek to the pine 
betiches and made a wide circle through 
the timber in order to avoid Seven Oaks, 
afterward returning to the river and pro- 
ceeding to the Big Meadows where Mo- 
Haney had a cabin. 

The posse reached Zeven Oaks about 
Gast . and, after delibération concluded 

a 
at the Big Meadows and would morn- 
ing go over the Mission Creek trail and 
down onto the desert to McHeney's place 
at Twenty-nine Palms. The posse was 
composed of W. W. Williams, N. A. 
Ball, William Roberts and two other men. 
Roberts is a mountaineer and a good shot, 
bué the others were not experts in the 
use of firearms. They stayed at Seven 
Oaks until about 2 o’clock in the morning, 
when all of them but Ball proceeded to 
1 reaching there about day- 
lig! They found Marshall's horse tied 
to the corner of the cabin and the posse 
hid behind trees and logs to walt for Mar- 
ae to come out, so they could arrest 

Soon after day t, Marshall came out 
of the cabin and got wood and water, with 
which to get his breakfast, but the posse 
did not molest him at this time. After 
breakfast he saddled his horse and slung 
hig rifle, a needle gun, upon the horn of 
the saddle, and started up the trail. Rob- 
erte stepped from behind a tree and lev- 
elling his rifle ordered Marshall to throw 


up his hands. In place of doing this Mar- 
di ind his horse and 
— 


time a dead shot, being able to shoot 
off a squirrel’s head at eighty yards, and 
Roberts knew his safety lay in quick ac- 
tior. so he shct at Marshall’s head which 
was in sight above the saddle. The ball, 
however, struck the back of the saddle 
and glanced upwards, passing through 
Marshall’s hat rim. Marshall then stuck 
his rifle beneath his horse’s neck and shot 


Marshall would spend the night 


at Roberts, but Roberts turned sideways 


just in time to avoid being shot in the 
abdomen. It would seem that with Mar- 
shall this shot is a favorite. 


Marshall then ran across the cienega and 
_ Williams took after him, emptying his re-“ 


volver as he went, and 
at him several times. Marshall ran zig- 
rat across the meadow, which is narrow at 
this point. and when he reached the other 
side he kneeled behind a tree and endeav- 
ored to extract the shell which had stuck 
in his rifle, Williams continued running 
up toward him. shooting as he ran, and 
just as Marshall got the shell out of his 
rifle Roberts began yelling to Williams to 
“Run, Billy, for God’s sake, or he will kill 
vou,“ and Williams seemed to realize for 
the first time his danger, and, turning, ran 
with the speed and agility of a deer to a 
tree, behind which he hid, just as Marshall 
was drawing a bead on him. Before Mar- 
shall could pull the trigger, Roberts, who 
was lvine behind a log, shot him in the 
left lee. which was sticking out from be- 
hind the tree. The ball from the rifle, 
a 40-82 caliber, entered just above the left 
knee on the inside, passed diagonally 
lengthwise through the limb, coming out 
near the hip. The bone was shattered, 


and the force of the ball threw Marshall's. 


re upward. the knee striking him in the 
ce. 

A % as he was shot, Marshall’s cowar- 
dice came to the surface, and he began 
screaming out at the top of his voice. 
posse, however, who were half frozen from 
their long wait on the cold ground, and 
also possibly suffering from nervousness, 
waited quite a while before they accepted 
his invitation to come and help him. They 
explained the delay by saying that they 
understood all to be inviting them to 
come forward so he could dispatch them 
one ata time. 

The next day was packed down 
to Seven Oaks, and, although under the in- 
fluence of opiates, at any jar of the litter 
he would scream so he could be heard a 
mile. All his courage had deserted him: 
Upon examination it was found that be- 
sides the wound in the leg a bullet had 
plowed a groove about foir inches long just 
above his heart and parallel with his ribs. 
Another bullet had entered coat 
siéeve and passed out near the elbow, but 
— not touch him. These shots were un- 

btedly fired by Roberts, as Marshall 
zig-zagged across the cienega; his manner 
of running revealing that he had made a 
study of such things, even if he had not 
before been under rear fire, and, had he 
not run in this manner, Roberts, who can 
kill a deer on the run, would have un- 


doubtedly killed him before he got 
the -cienega.
